ling 187,9773,371 bushels shipped from

Months’ Tour of French Front

Statistics of Zeppelin Raids Demon« 
strate Futility of Kaiser's 
Air War om 

In the last two years there have . 
been 41 Zeppelin raids on England— 
23 in 1915 and 18 in 1916, including 
the latest one. 

In these raids three Zeppelins are 
taken as the average number and 
three tons of explosive and incendi- 
ary bombs allowed as missilés, sup- 
posing each bomb weighs 50 pounds, 
we have approximately 15,000 as the 
number dropped on. England or in 
the North Sea in the last two years. 

The number of casualties aggregate 
356 dead and 980 wounded, his 
means that it takes more than a ton 
of German bombs for every British 
man, woman and child who has been 
killed. 

Since the war began it -has been 
definitely reported that fourteen 
Zeppelins “have been wrecked; the 
real number is probably much larger. 
It is estimated that it costs at least

means that $3,500,000 is the amount 
the Germans have lost through — the 
wrecking of Zeppelins alone.
